In similar fashion, disability annuities fear tee Foreign Service brrve 
besai exempted fro® i n cite* t on la $0*0## teocae since Foreign Service officers 
sera® in all quarters of the world , sod in most of these poets medical 
standards and facilities ear® far below those in the Osiied States, th e--?- 
fore. Foreign Service sought this eve-iption although their employees ■war# 
at the time covered by the teraw of the Federal Employees Compensation Art. 
This Act, however, requires a si wing teat the injury or illume 
Incurred in tee perfornsuiee of duty before an award can be made, but in 
such cases tele oempannatien too, is excluded from grass income.*** H<m - 
ever, this standard of "incurred In tine performance of duty" has not beta 
interpreted so b ro adl y as tee military "line of duly 8 concept; consequently, 
there are many cases of fisaMUty reuniting from an accumulation of 
debilitating infl uences over the years teere tee sufficient causal relaticn- 
sUp, required by tee UCA, is difficult to demonstrate.
